Dr. Reid Addresses McGill 
League of Nations Branch 

Historical Background of 
Beveridge Report Is Topic 



The meeting of the newly-formed 
McGill Branch of the League ot 
Nations, originally announced as 
taking place In the Union, will be 
held in Room 12 of the Royal Vic- 
toria College, on Thursday at 8.00 
p.m. Dr. William Stanford Reid of 
the History Department will be the 
speaker. Dr. Reid has chosen for 
his topic the Beveridge report, 
giving special consideration to its 
background in English politics, and 
history, and to the wider relation 
which it bears to conditions in the 
world today. 

The discussion of the Beveridge 
plan docs not adhere to the original 
intentions of the McGill Branch, of 
stressing the study of International 
relations rather than ot the Inter- 
nal politics of one country in par- 
ticular. Nevertheless; It Is felt that' 
this topic will serve to provide an 



excellent basts for a further survey 
of conditions In present-day Europe, 
and the effect they will have on 
the post-war planning of economic 
adjustment and reform. 

England, it was stated, is consid 
ered fitting as the initial subject of 
the discussion series, since she was 
among those countries which took 
leading parts in the League of Na 
tlons before the war. Also, In order 
to obtain a clear understanding of 
England's international policy, a 
knowledge of her social and econ- 
omic background is essential. 

At the last meeting.; the pro-term 
executive was'^lèctéâ in order to 
secure registration of the Society 
with the Students' Council, to ob- 
tain speakers for the next meet- 
ings, and to affiliate the campus 
çrgahizatlon with the Canadian 
ijcague of Nations.

On October 29tb. 1042, 1 received a letter of particular importance 
to all clubs and societies 'iraml the P^^ Dr. F. Cyril James. 
The following are extracta ircnn:t|iat letter: 

"Under specific new regulations passed by the Board of Gov- 
ernors last year, no individual or group of individuals has the right 
to use the name 'McGill' or any McGill building except with, the . 
.approval of the Board of Governors. As 1 understand It, under "ihe 
constitution of the Studenta' Society, the Board of Governors delegat- 
ed to the Studenta' Executive Council broad responsibilities in re- 
gard to student self-government . . . Included in this responsibility 
is the duty of approving and supervising all student societies which 
exist on the campus. In order to carry out this duty in an appropriate 
manner, the Studenta' Council should provide "that all undergraduate 
societies, clubs or groups using the name .'McGiU' or meeting In any 
McGill building, should be formally approved by the Council and 
the Council should at all times have on hand a complete list of such 
approved societies ... and furnish such a list to the Principal from 
time to time for the inspection of the Board of Governors." 

The Council has given this subject very considerable thought in 
order to carry out these- new University regulations in accordance 
with Article 2 (titled "Object") of. the constitution of the Students' 
Society which reads 'An assoclaUon of undergraduates formed to 
■exercise general control of the undergraduate activities and the re-

The funds are spent entirely on 
student relief work. , 

One important f^fture of this orgàniza- 
tion is that few people besides students arc 
interested in it, since they consider it above 
all à student responsibility. It is for this 
reason that students shotild take ân active 
interest in it, and contribute in all ways

and students should read them carefully 
to obtain, a clear understanding of this 
important work that is in the final analysis 
their own responsibility.

Tannhauter— The Development o( a New Idea 

II is difficult to appreciate {ully the many 
obstacles r; which confronted Richard Wagner's 
"Tannhauscr" when it appeared for the first 
time in 1845. To an audience wcU-luncd to the 
melodies o£ Rossini, the work was something 
of an operatic "coup d'etat," and quite unex- 
pected from the composer of "Rienzl" and "Der 
FUegende Hollander." Yet, It Is surprising to 
note that "Tannhauser," in relation to Wag- 
ner's later music-dramas, was to all intents atid 
purposes not a music-drama, but an opera in 
the conventional style. * 

The outstanding difference, the revolution- 
ary essence which set "Tannhauser" apart from 
its fellow-operas of the day, :onslsted in the 
fact that into the old, worn-out fabric' Wagner 
had woven à new operatic concept: that of the 
interrelation between music and dramatic- 
action— hèncè the music-drama. In his eyes the 
dramatic motive was every whit as important 
as the music. He- swept away the old distinc- 
tion between soiig and recitative, and aimed 
at greater simplicity and division of scenes 
among fewer people. Thus tha music-drama 
became une vast, inter-related unit: each motive 
—dramatic and musical— belonged In its own 
place in this great creation, each malting iu 
own contribution to the progression of the 
whole. This new idea is undoubtedly not so 
apparent in "Tannhauser" as in the later "Ring" 
tetralogy or in "Tristan und Isolde; "but on that 
memorable first-night in Dresden, the effect 
was more than startling, in fact, in many cir< 
cles, aggravating. 

Perhaps Wagner faced his greatest difficulty 
in his attempt to imbue his singers with atiiin 
teliigcnt interpretation of the new worlc. His 
ability "to loolc down into those profoundest 
depths, which the human heart contains," and 
to perceive "what stirs iUelf at the bottom of 
this unfathomable spring, now in divine and 
again : in demonic excitement," coupled with 
revolutionary, operatic Ideals did not fender 
the understanding of his work the slmpiest 
matter. In 'fact, the cool reception accoracd 
the premiere by the public may bo attributed 
largely to the inability of some of the singers 
to grasp the new, musical doctrine. Wagner's 
own niece, Johanna Wagneir, who clectriAcd 
the audience by 'her brilliant interpretation of 
the "Dich teurc Halle," and who founded her 
future great reputation upon her success in the 
role of Elizabeth, could not render the prayer 
in the third act as Wagner wished it. The 
great hcrioc tenor, Tichatschclc, who sang 
Tannhauser and who was the idol' of the Dres- 
den public, made a tremendous effect in the 
closing moments cf the first act; in the second 
act, however— the act that is crucial for the 
drama— Hte failed Wajner completely. To Wil 
heimime Schroeder-Devrient, the Venus of the 
premiere and the greatest German dramatic 
singer of her epoch, besides a staunch up 
holder of Wagner's ideals, may be attributed 
yet another cause for "Tannhauscr's" cool re- 
ception. However, the appreciation and inter- 
pretation of this worlc has advanced a long way 
aince Its premiere in 1845— almost a hundred 
years ago. 

This coming Saturday, December 19, Wag' 
ner's -masterpiece will be broadcast from the 
Metropolitan Opera In New Vorlc. The pex 
formance promises to be an outstanding and 
memorable one. Tlie role of Elizftbeth will 
be sung by the very versatile and. capable 
Helen Traubel. who, along with the yoiithful 
and enthusiastic Astrid Varnay, has taken over 
many of the Wagnerian roles since the depart 
ure from the company of the colourful and 
profoundly-understanding Kirsten Flagstad 
Tht Swedish soprano, KcrsUn Thorborg, will 
render another of her exquisite and appealing 
Interpretations of the goddess Venus. ' Rene 
Maison, the Belgian tenor, leads the male sec- 
tion of the cast, supported by Kipnis, Janssen 
Darcy and Gurney. George Szeli, the conduc 
lor. will conduct for the first time over the air, 
This reviewer recommends, that all thosi in

Hie announcement by the Na- 
tional Professional Football League 
(of the United States) that they 
would not decide definitely whe- 
ther to carry on next fall until 
April, and the general feeling 
among the owners that the league 
would suspend for the duration, 
brings to mind thé decline that has 
come over major sports, since the 
opening of the fourth year of the 
war. This league in particular has 
been hit hard by the draft, and 
theh: supply of new players, the 
graduating classes of the univer- 
sities. Is for the most part slated 
for the services as well. Even Pro- 
fessional baseball, which enjoyed a 
great season last year, is having its 
troubles, with thé closing up of so 
many of the minor leagues, which 
are foundation stones of the pyra* 
mid of baseball talent and the fact 
that many of the present major 
leaguers will be unable to leave 
their defence Jobs. 

•> ♦ ♦ 
The huge attendances at the 
profeaaional fiiotbaU games, and 
at the National iMoekey League 
games, show that their is not 
so great a decline in public 
Interest. In Canadian sport cir- 
cles there seems to be a gen- 
eral tendency towards the form- 
ation of service leagues, and In 
the cases wliere there Is suffi- 
cient talent with previous major 
experience, and the various ser- 
vice centres are within easy 
reach of one another, (he 
lesgnea have enjoyed consider- 
able success. The transforma- 
tion, however, Is not yet com- 
plete, as In the case of the On- 
tario Rugby Football Union and 
the Quebec Senior Amateur 
Hoekey Association, where a 
goodly number of the teams are 
from the services, and they are 
matching up very well against 
the civilian teams. The teams 
are arousing considerable en- 
thusiasm among the respective 
•ervlces. and although National, 
Defence Hockey League la not 
breaking any recbrds, It is suf- 
fering from being secondary to 
the Senior Group.

In thé fiéld of hockey, which 
holds the spotlight at the present 
time of the year, the prospects look 
very bright for the service teams 
should they ever completely dis 
place the major teams. There is 
considerable talent being drained 
from the major outfits Into the ser- 
vices, and a great number of the 
players are available and eager to 
play for the service teams in the 
Senior Group. The shining example 
at Uie -present time Is of course 
Terry Réardon, who while In the 
Canadians line-up by special per- 
mission from the Army, played for 
the Army In Boston in between the 
schedulçd professional games.
